Rural Missouri has a critical 
shortage of doctors. 


Statistics prove it: 
Governm ent ex perts maintain 
there should be a max imum of 
1500 persons per physician if pub­ 
lic health is not to be endangered. 
A recent survey ot 20 typical 
rural counties in north and south 
Missouri, disclosed an average of 
2,434 persons per physician . . . 
And that isn’t the whole story. 
The whole story includes the 
fact that of those few physicians 
located in rural Missouri—at least, 
the area under test—one out of 
every three doctors is over 65. 
In the last tw enty years, this 
proportion of doctors over 65 has 
tripled. 
And, in 1950, the date of this 
survey, about half the doctors in 
the test-area of rural Missouri 
w ere graduates of schools which 
have been forced to close because 
of inadequate training. 
So rural Missouri has a critical 
shortage of doctors. 
W hat’s more, those of us living 
in rural Missouri don’t need stati­ 
stics to prove it. 
We have tried to get a doctor. 
Wc have waited hours in the w ait­ 
ing rooms of those doctors we do 
have. We know only too well how 
completely overworked our doc­ 
tors are. 
This being true what are we 
doing about it? 
Audrain county, properly, ha 
taken the lead among rural coun­ 
ties in seeking a solution. 
We say “properly” . . . . because 
we are satisfied the peojile of the 
Little Dix ie area—Audrain a» # d its 
adjoining counties— usually set the 
pace for progress in rural Missouri. 
Audrain, recognizing the 
fact 
that most young doctors today are 
trained to use tip-top medical faci­ 
lities, will build a $1,000,000 addi­ 
tion to its county hospital i|i the 
near future. The bond issue has 
already passed. 


When the addition is finished, it 
is sure to attract more doctors. 
Thus, for Audrain, the doctor 
shortage will bo corrected. 
However, we are satisfied that 
tho entire problem will not bo cor­ 
rected for the state, until more 
students are graduated into the 
field.

MISSOURI’S SOIL 
TESTING PROGRAM 
Starling Gu inn, assistant Cou n­ 
ty Agent, say s that Soil Testing 
is becoming a by -word in Missou ri. 
Since the first cou nty soil test­ 
ing laboratory was established in 
1 9 46 , Missou ri’s soil testing pro­ 
gram has grown to where there 
are now 75 cou nty laboratories. 
In 1947 , 7 ,8 00 soil tests were 
m ade in the 18 cou nty laborator­ 
ies in operation. Last y ear, nearly 
7 0,000 tests were made and du ring 
the first two months of this y ear, 
26 ,5 6 4 soil samples were tested in 
cou nty 
soil 
testing 
laboratories. 
And 
in addition, 5 ,95 9 samples 
were still on hand to be tested. 
This makes a total of 32,5 03 
samples receiv ed for testing d u r­ 
ing Janu ary and Febru ary of this 
y ear . . . nearly half the total 
nu m ber tested du ring all of 195 1. 
This increase is in sharp contrast 
Jo the 15 ,7 44 samples tested du ring 
January and Febru ary of last y ear. 
Soil testing in Missou ri has re ­ 
su lted in an increase in fertilizer 
u se by Missou ri farm ers from 222,- 
000 tons in 1946 to 6 5 0,000 tons in 
195 1 . . . a 300 percent increase 
du ring the past six y ears. 
The Scott Cou nty soil testing 
laboratory has processed ov er 6 00 
soil samples since Janu ary 
1st. 
This represents sev eral thou sand 
acres of the cropland in the Cou n­ 
ty and the majority of farmers 
seem to be following the tests as 
near as possible. 


WOOL BLANKET STORAGE 
Don’t let moths ru in y ou r wool 
blankets becau se of improper su m ­ 
mer storage. Ru th Dennis, Home 
Agent, say s that blankets shou ld 
be perfectly clean before they are 
sto red. Also they shou ld bo w rap­ 
ped in heav y wrapping paper and 
the edges sealed so there will be 
no openings for moths to enter. 
Blankets shou ld not be in a hot, 
dark place. As an ex tra precau ­ 
tio n, sprinkle paradichloride ben­ 
zine (moth cry stals) freely ov er 
the blanket before it is wrapped.

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Stanchion Barns Being Changed 
Into New Milking Parlor Setups 


By IRA MILLER

Milking parlor-loafing barn plans 
ca n be a s elaborate a s farmers desire. 
An increasing nu mber of su ch setu ps 
a re “conv ersion” projects—old dairy 
ba ms with remodeled interiors. One 
o f the most su ccessfu l is located in 
Ohio a nd wa s 
bu ilt a t a cost of $949, 
ex clusiv e o f equipment and 1,061 
ho urs o f o n-the-fa rm 
labor. Here is a 
brief descriptio n o f it: 
The o ld sta nchio n da iry 
barn be­ 
ca me the lo a fing a rea , a nd a new 
con­ 
crete blo ck structure a dded to hou se 
the milking pa rlo r and milk room. 
Two cement ra mps a re 
located in the 
“ pa rlo r.” Co ws enter the 
milking par­ 
lo r fro m the lo a fing ba rn—two a t a 
time—a nd wa lk up the ra mps to be 
milked. Feed bo x es a re pla ced 
on the 
ra mps fa cing the 
cows. When milking 
o pera tio ns a re o v er the 
box es are 
mo v ed ba ck o n sliding 
partitions so 
tha t co ws ca n lea v e the 
ramps and 
return to the ba m. A rope is su g­ 
g ested to sepa ra te the 
milked cows 
• fro m the unmilked co ws in the loafing 
a rea . 
One o f the new co mbine milkers is 
used. Thus milk is pu mped directly 
fro m the co w into cans in the milk 
ro o m a uto ma tica lly . 
Cans, connected 
in series, a re filled o ne after the other, 
the lo a der mecha nism taking care

A l­ 
thou gh he shou ld get $100 apiece 
for them, he w as going to tak e 
a heav y loss by letting his fb'st 
cu stom er h av e one for S25. T h e 
first cu stom er was qu ick to r e ­ 
spond. getting his fine w atch free 
and a S10 bill as a rew ard for hi 
ability p recognize a bargain w hen 
he saw it. Im m ediately , th e re w as 
qu ite a dem and for watches. 
W hen sales began to slow dow n, 
somebody wou ld got his w atch and 
a retu rn o! 
the pu rchase price, 
plu s $10 or $15 as a rew ard, w hich 
in tu rn w ou ld resu lt in sev eral 
m ore sales. B efore deliv ery of a ny 
article, 
how ev er, 
the 
stra ng e r 
wou ld requ ire th e pu rch aser to 
agree that 
he w as bu y ing 
his 
je w e lr y becau se he considered it 
a real bargain, not from any e x ­ 
pectation of a rew ard. 
Finally , 
w hen 
the 
su pply 
of 
su ckers had ru n ou t and sev eral 
hu ndred dollars in cash w e re in 
his sack, the salesm an w ou ld ask 
all 
who 
had 
pu rchased 
w atch 
chains to hold them u p. F rom th e 
v ery large nu m ber he selected a 
man to whom he gav e dou ble th e 
price that had been paid. T hen,

awav , w as reached. A lw ay s, the 
strang er so tim ed his stu nts as to 
arriv e at the station ju st before 
the arriv al of a passeng er train 
that w as going in the opposite d i­ 
rection. T h e jew elry he had dis­ 
posed of w as w orthless, of cou rse. 
His cu stom ers, who u su ally in­ 
clu ded som e of the tow n’s most 
popu lar m en, w ere su bjected to 
mu ch ridicu le for m any day s to 
come. 
One of th e first rac k e ts I can 
recall w as the lightning rod racket. 
M any farm ers w ere v ictim ized bv 
it. Deep dow n in their h e a rts they 
w ere fav orably inclined w h en the 
gentlem anly agent a rriv e d on the 
scene, becau se they thou ght light­ 
ning rods gav e 
aristocratic tou ch 
to hou ses and barns, and becau se 
they had faith in that sort of pro­ 
tection from lightning. 
A fter agreeing on costs for v a r­ 
iou s items, the v ictim w ou ld sign 
w hat appeared to be a v ery in­ 
nocent contract. A fter a follow -u p 
crew had m ov ed in and cov ered 
the hou ses and barns w ith rods, 
the contract wou ld tu rn u p in a 
local bank as a note for sev eral 
times as. m u ch m oney as th ey had 
ex pected to pay . O nly th en did 
they discov er that in v e ry fine 
! ty pe, w hich they had neglected 
j to read, they had contracted for 
I items and serv ices th a t had not 
been discu ssed. Most of th em paid 
the note off after v igorou s protests. 
T he first shell gam e operators 
cam e to ou r cou nty fair in the 
early eighties. They rea ped a tre ­ 
m endou s h arv est from m en who 
w ere inv ited to risk a little ready 
cash on a contest betw een the hand 
and the ey e.

This, 
he said, prov ed that the h and was 
swifter than the ey e.

EGG-FEED RATIO 
WORST SINCE 1924 
Missouri poultry men are faced 
with the worst egg-feed ratio since 
the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture began these calculations back 
in • 1924 reports Starling Guinn, 
assistant County Agent. 
The egg-feed ratio during Feb­ 
ruary was listed as 7 6. That means 
a dozen eggs would buy that many 
pounds oi feed. A year ago the ra ­ 
tio was 8.3 and the five -year av­ 
erage is 10.8. 
The 
present 
egg-feed 
ratio 
means efficiency is a must il Scott 
County farmers are to siiuw any 
profit from their farm flocks this 
spring. At the present ratio, you 
can’t aflord to feed and house non- 
iayers. If your laying lloek doesn’t 
average 65 eggs for every 
100 
birds—that’s the signal to start 
culling. 
Culling should be done regular­ 
ly to keep down feed costs. Look 
i'or the hens with yellow beaks 
and shanks, and shriveled, dry 
combs. They are the loafers that 
are running up your feed bill.

MISSOURI’S SOIL

ty Agent, says that Soil Testing 
is becoming a by-word in Missouri. 
Since the first county soil test­ 
ing laboratory was established in 
1946, Missouri’s soil testing pro­ 
gram has grown to where there 
are now 75 county laboratories. 
In 1947, 7,800 soil tests were 
made in the 18 county laborator­ 
ies in operation.

Stanchion Barns Being Changed 
Into New Milking Parlor Setups

Milking parlor-loafing barn plans 
can be as elaborate as farmers desire. 
An increasing number of such setups 
are “conversion” projects—old dairy 
barns with remodeled interiors. One 
of the most successful is located in 
Ohio and was built at a cost of $949, 
exclusive of equipment and 
1,061 
hours of on-the-farm labor. Here is a 
brief description of it: 
The old stanchion dairy barn be- I 
came the loafing area, and a new con- . 
crete block structure added to house : 
the milking parlor and milk room. 
Two cement ramps are located in the

Tile day’s biggest fight produced 
America’s lith jct ace—Capt. Rob­ 
ert J. Love, San Bernardino, Calif 
He shot down two MIGS in a bat­ 
tle involving 28 Sabres and 50 
MIGs, the Air Force said. Three 
other MIGs were shot down- -three 
were damaged and one of the Reds 
new fast type 15 jets was hit in 
this scrap. It raged 30 m inutes 
from 40,000 feet down to tree top 
level. 
After Daylight 
The aerial battles started short­ 
ly after daylight. In the first 18 
MIGs were driven back across the 
Yalu River into their Manchurian 
sanctuary by four jets. One MIG 
was reported damaged. 
An hour later the big 
fight 
joined as the Red fighters roared 
south across the Yalu to attack 
Allied planes on bomb runs. 
Shortly before noon, 19 Sabres 
and 25 MIGs tangled. Two of the 
Red fighters w ere shot down and 
one was damaged. 
Fighting on the 155-mile ground 
front was sporadic and generally 
light. 
In truce talks, each side today 
refused to recognize that problems 
exist on the two deadlocked issues.

Credit Curbs May Be 
Lifted Officials Say 


WASHINGTON, April 21— (/P)~ 
An end to government control over 
installment 
buying 
is 
expected 
soon, informed officials say. 
This 
would 
mean 
that there 
would no longer be any federal 
regulations over how much you 
wouid have to pay down on auto­ 
mobiles, radio and television sets, 
refrigerators, furniture and other 
items. 
And, too, there would be no 
limit fixed on how long—or short 
—a time you would get to pay 
back your loans. 
The officials pointed out, how­ 
ever, there is no move'afoot to end 
government regulations involving 
down payments and mortgages on 
houses. 
These oificials said the Federal 
Reserve Board is ready to sus­ 
pend controls on installment buy­ 
ing of consumer goods as soon as 
it learns what congress is going to 
do about control powers. 
Two m ajor reasons for an early 
end to the regulations were cited: 
(A) a removal of the restrictions 
might act as a stimulant to lagging 
sales, and (B) inflationary forces 
have subsided, for the present, at 
least.
